War Time Sweeteners 

ERICA has several excellent war time sweet- 
eners that will be used largely durum the 
shortage in the sugar supply. 

Thev an maple sntrar. syrups, honey and 
molasses and may be used in preparing des- 
serts and other dishes requiring sweetening. 

When a cup of syrup or honey Is used 
to replace a cup of sugar the liquid in the 
recipes should be decreased one- fourth. 
One-third of a cupful of sugar Is equivalent 
to one-third of a cup of honey, about one- 
half cup of syrup and about one-half cup of corn sugar. 
One-fourth of a cup of sugar is equal to about one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. One table- 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey about 
one and one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and one- 
thinl tablespoons of corn sugar. 

Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs, 
dried pears and fruit pastes MMl on the breakfast cereals. 

Fruit marmalades, butters ami jellies should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as accessories to it. Fruits may be preserved without 
■uirar It mav be added when sugar is more plentiful.
